To TitK EoiToii. — Sir — Two letters 
have appeared ill your paper lately about 
a case of assault said to have been coin- 
niitled last May on this river. As I am 
the storekeeper referred to in both of 
those lottora I trust you will allow lue to 
say a few words so as to placo myself in 

11 better position before my friends, and 
also to ulace the matter in a diti'eront light 
111 that thrown on it by Mr. A. E. (ireen, ; 
III his letter of August 9th, under the 
heading "Justice's Law at Naas." I may 
nay that as the only law referred to in 
Mr. (Jreon's letter was that meted out by 
a Victoria J. I', he should have litNidetl 
his letter as I have headed mine; other 
wise it conveys an unfair inference about . 
our local J. P. 'a. This is truth and the 
whole truth, and if Mr. (ireen has en- '■ 
(luavored to place the former before your 
loaders, writing from hearsay, I will try 
and place the latter, writing as an eye- ' 
witness and actor in this molehill of a 
case, which he has tried to convert into an 
elevation on which tu rear up an Indian 
grievance. There will be some discrep- , 
aiicy in our accounts; but I leave those of 
your readers interested in the matter to 
judge between ua. 

The main statements Mr. Oreen brings 
forward tu show the aliamefiil tioiitiiient ' 
this poor Indian exiiericnced are as fol- 
lows; 1. "The Indian was walkiiv.' aloiiy 
a path used by the Indian." 2, "Wlmn 
ho was roughly seized by the storekeeper, 
pushed and ilray^'ed a long distance. 
Three tiiiiea the .sitiiie day this was re- 
poated, shaking his list in the Indian s 
luce and tearing his uliirt, o,i./ //m> huHi- 
vai anij iir-irucat iim i.rlnttfi-i-i-." li. "The 
Indian is a quiet, peaceable man. 1 en- 
close a letter jjiven hiin last fall by Rev, 
E. Robson, of New Westminster." .After 
reading such an account I ought to feel 
thoroughly ashamed of myself, and pro- ' 
hably I should were I capable of doing 
what I am accused of. 1 teel, however, 
my duty is tu try and show that white 
is not black, and I will shortly tell the | 
true story, as the most of it was sworn to ' 
before two justiee.'i — Mr. C. Clifford and 
^Ir. Williscroft — when holding court on 
this river. 

On May Hth last the head fisherman 
cniiie and lold lue that an Indian had 
broken into the net house and had been 
knocking about the nets. I had seen this 
Indian about there an hour or ao pre- ^ 
viously, and liad told him lo go away. 
ISut I wa.s vi^ry bu.sy at tlui time and left 
without touching Inni or trying to make 
him leave. I immediately went over to 
the net house and took the Indian by the 
arm and put him outside the enclosure, 
round the fishery buildings and outside ' 
which is the path uaed by the public— in - ' 
aide this iiiclo.sure no Indians have any 
business e.tcepl those at work. He re- 
turned again, and I took hold of him to 
put him outside once more, when he seiz- 
ed hold of iny collar and struggled with 
nie. The head fisherman having told Mr. 
Croaadaile what had occurred, ho at this 
time came over, and gave the man 
ill charge of a constable. He was iMcked 
up that night, bronylit before the tw.. 
justices I lliivo iiiuiitioiieii llic ne.\t day, 
and severely fined with, I think, the op- 
tion of two momlis' impriaonnieitt for 
breaking into the iioi house. I am afraid 
tiio letter given the Indian by the Kev. 
E. Rolisoii, whatevur its iiukiiown con- 
tents may be, will not, after the convic- 
tion recorded to the eil'ect that this 
"(|uiet and peaceable Iiidiaifdelibeiately 
burst open the door of the not house by 
bioaking the loek place, his object 
being to getuta woman who was at work 
ill Ihern, and who liad locked the door to 



save herself from hia annoyance. This 

woman gave evidence against him at his 
trial. The fine was paid. T'he e.iainple 
made of this linliaii had had a good efl'ect 
and some two or three weeks had elapsed 
when we heard that a very great judge 
had Come into the river. It seemed 
as if Sir Alexander Campbell must have 
arrived before his time, or that Sir Mat 
thew Baillie IJegbie must have come on a 
visit to Mr. tireen. The Indians were 
very much exercised ab.'Ut it. If they 
had been a little I'lirthei- luUaiiced in civ- 
ilization no di.'Liln a reception comiuitlee 
would have been formed and public de- 
monstratioiia taken place. Soon after wo 
heard of the triumphal progress of this 
great personage from Naas harbor to 
(Ireeiiville; but you may guess the eol- 
lapsi: of oor excitenieni when we learned 
that all this fuss was made about a Vic- 
toria J. P. However, he had been repre- 
sented to the Indians a.s being a giant 
judge, a most righteous judge, as being 
the friend of the Indians, the probable 
future Indian agent at Port Simpson, so 
a sacrifice must be offered at his shrine; 
his power and authority must be shown, 
and who so fitting to show them on as a 
white man, if (d)tainable. The happy 
thought occurred that an assault case 
cuuld be made out of my turning the In- 
dian uir my employer's premises after he 
had broken into the net house. So I was 
selected aa the victim and had to appear 
at liranville, ami have since been lieUt up 
in your [jaiier by .M r . ( 1 1 eeii its acriiiiiiial, 
an assaulter and Imlly, wIm, without any 
provocation pushed and dragged an In- 
dian a long distance three times in one 
day. I'ersoiially and privately this mat 
ter hiid nothing to do with me; 1 consid- 
ered it my duty to turn tbe Indian olVtlie 
premises, and I was acting sulely as my 
employer's agent when doing so; yet the 
law measiin'dout by your N'letoria justice 
wa.s that 1 hail committed an assault and 
must pay for it 

Mr. Green states further that I assault- 
ed another Indian. I perauino he refers 
to two Indians who last May were turned 
iml of tile store 1 am in charge of. In an 
Indian store it is often very dillicnlt to 
get through the uurk. Often a large iiinii- 
ber of Indians arc in tngetliei , SMinetiiiies 
a great iiiany loaling, who have no busi- 
ness of their own whatever to do, and 
who at times greatly interfere with the 
storekeeper when he is trying to trade. 
This Indian referred to, \slni ia one of the 
most meddlesome and insolent Indians 
here, belongs to this class. .-Xiicdher day 
1 was buying furs from some other In- 
dians. He kept telling them to the ellect 
that I was cheating them, and telling me 
that I was trying to steal from them. 
These kind of iiiterruiitions aia' not very 
pleasant to a Imsy man;but I suppose .\lr. 
(Ireen's Indians like to work for Ins in- 
I ci e.-,^ ami gi-t t he up 11 ver I ndiaiis tn lake 
their fiH-s to his stnre f(ir sale. 1 :'.sked 
this liutian several times to keupi|iiiet, 
and as he would not I at lant t<dd hi in to 
leave the store. He refiiaeil to do it and 
I tried to put him out, but ilid not ibi so 
until Some assisiaiice was given. This is 
the case Mr.(!reen brings np to show that 
men in authority treat the Indians like 
l)ea.sls. Why, sir, I feel confident that 
eveiy white man on this river who knows 
me, always excepting Mr. Green, c<iuld 
tell you that I am the last man likei^ to 
assault an Indian, and an accuaatiuii id this 
kind answers itself, for it is only cmnion 
sense to 8tipi)oao that wdiere there is a 
great deal of competition for Indian labor, 
as there is u() north here, Mr. Croasdaile 
would not keep me in his employ if I as- 
saulted Indians without provoontioii, or 
treated them like bests, for he would lose 
both trade and workmen through it. 

The reverse, however, is really ihe case. 
I iin subject to much aiiiioyaiKe and 
worry from the Indians in my [josition 
here aa storekeeper, and which 1 have 
patiently put up with. Most of the 
trouble 1 have in carrying on niy work 
arises from a few of the Uieeiiville In 
dians, who are more meddlosoiiio and ag- 
gressive than others. Nor IS this to be 
wondered at, tor Mr. tireen tells them 
that in reality all the laud here ia then- 
own, that wdiite men have no right to any 
of it, because the t^'oi-i'ii cannot give a 
grant tu it, as she never pincliased i; 
from them or made a tiealy with them 
for It. When I was ii|i at (iiecnville for 
punishment before Mr. McMillan, .Mr. 
Green stated openly that he would tear 
down the fence Mr. Croasdaile has around 
his buildings if he wanted to go through. 
With such teachings, with such a shep - 
herd to lead them in the paths of ipiiet ude 
and peace, is it to be wondered at that 
some of the tlock should walk in them. 

I (juite agree with .\lr. (ireen that it is a 
matter ofimportance to the whole province 
that the Indians should be quietly dealt 
with, and I think I have shown that there 
has been no case of iiijuatice hero, when 
the Indians are fairly, honestly and kind- 
ly treated. But 1 also think it is a nut- 
ter of importance to the whole province 
that those who are niisaionariea and traders 
among the I .i :ians --,\lr. (Jreou is both — 
who are tb Host iiiiimately connected 
with their eveiy (iay lile, should teach 
I hem respect tor the (Jiieoii ami her laws 
and rights that it is not for Iheir injury 
that they have whili' men among them, 
and that they shouhl strive to keep their 
hands from picking and stealing, and 
their tongues from evil speaking, lying 
and slandering.

! I arrived at I^lassetts.one of the Hudson 
l!ay Company's posts on the northern end 
of (Jraliain's Island, the largest of the 
(^lueeii Charlotte group, on the "Joth day 
(-1 .'line, 1883, after a passage of . seven 
j daya hum Victoria on the steamer Utter, 
Capt. Meyer, via Fort W'rangel, Fort 
t Simpson and all the other way porl.i. 1 
; was received in a most cordial and hospi- 
I tal manner by Alexander McKenzie, lilsip, 
I in charge of the company's post, who aa- 
sig ned me comfortable quarters for my- 
self and my Indian assistant, who had 
accuiupanied me from Victoria. To Mr. 
McKunzie'a kind courtesy and intelligent 
a.ssiatsiice I am indebted for a valuable 
collection of articles I made of Indian 
manufacture, and for a fund of interest- 
ing ethomdogical information which Mr. 
McKenzie has collected during his resi- 
dence of several years at Masaott. I was 
uiirvoidably detained at Masaett waiting 
for the return of an Indian from Fort 
Simpson, who had agreed to taki' nie 
artmnd the west coast to Skidegate, but 
did not return as soon as he agreed to. 

On the '21st of July I was joined by 
Mr. James Deans of Vieloria, who was 
visiting the Islands on business connected 
with the Indian department at Victoria, 
and after waiting, much against my in- 
tention till the bill of August, we finally ! 
made aatarl on that day for North lalaiid, | 
where I expected lo have found much of j 
interest, especially at, or in the vicinity 
of Cloak Bay, iii^ntioned by the early 
navigators, and more particularly dea- | 
cribod by Captain Etienne Marcliand, a ; 
French ex pi 'rer who vi.<ited I hat local it v ' 
in irUii. ^ " ' 

On the 7tli I reached Ki<iriat,i villa'.;e, 
in Parry passage on the north west shore 
of (irahani Island directly opposite North 
Island, and made a camp, whore I re- 
mained till .August 14th and during that 
time Mr. Deans and I made a thorough 
investigation of everything which we 
thought would give any information of 
the ancient inhabitants, and of the slriic- 
turosand carvings seen and described by 
Marohand. 

KireilKN .MOKDIH.NUS .\NII SIIKLI, HUMS. 

1 was disappointed in not lindiiig the 
nsnal refuse heaps of Indian villages, the 
collections of debris of ancient feasl.s and 
cast oil' apparel aeemei.1 to li;ivt! dis.aji- 
pearod in deposits of rich soil which wa 
covered with a dense audluxuriant gruwtl 
cd elder, willow and other aiiiall shrubs 
and grass, weeds and rose biisbes. Tin 
reason fur this absence of refuse he.ips i 
accounted fur by the fact that the food 
tilt) IJaida who residu on North hslain 
and in Parry passage consisted almost e.\ 
olusivcly uf fish and inariiiu inainmals lik 
seals and otter whose bones easily decay 
The rank vegetation also was n great liin 
draiico to surface e.xploratioiia whicb c.i 
bo better dune during the winter nioiith 
f)i ill early spring before the lierb.age be 
gins to grow. 

If ever any white persona settle ai 
Iviooata or at the deserted village sites on 
North Island and cultivate the land, the 
plowshares will unduubtedl} (,irii u[i 
many an ancient stone mortar or hummer, 
or ciiisel, which are mnv hidden Iron; 
sight. Some of these ancient iui|ih!ments 
were found in old deserteil luaiaes, and I 
aecured several fine specimeiia which had 
been brought to nio at Masselt previous 
to leaving. Hut of the wooden structures, 
the houses, carved columns, and painted 
boards mentioned by Marchaud, I dniibi 
if there are many, if any, remaining of 
those which existed one hundred years 
ago. The humidity of the climatic is so 
gieat that wood exposed to tlie action of 
thu elements soon becomes covered with 
moss. The summer soon causes the wood ^ 
to crack, and the winter rains penetrating ^ 
these cracks enlarge them, and the | 
constant moisture .loon causes decay 
and no care being taken for preservation, 
the t-tructure rapidly rots and falls to 
pieces. 

UKIiALDIC OK TOTE.MIC lloLCUNS ASU rill'llt 
.MKANINO. 

There are, however, at all the villages, 
bi>th the occupied and deserted ones, 
nunieroui cidumns still standing, the uses 
and meaning of which I ascertained. 
.Some are totemic, aoine mortuary, and a 
few are mere [jolcs < r tl.ig staffs. These 
C'dtiiniis, which by candess observers are 
called posts or poles, are niaile of cedar 
trees, many of them binng five feet m di- ' 
anieter and from forty to seventy feet 
high. Tlio back of these columns is hcd- 
lowed out to relievo the weight, and the 
front is carved with hieroglyphic dosigna. 
The large carvings, such as the eagle, ■ 
raven, bear, or beaver, representing the 
crest or totemic family of the person in 
front of whose house it ia erected, and 
the smaller figures lo represent some aiici- j 
ent myth or legend. In short they are 
picture writings or sculptures, which are 
ruadily read and underi9j:obd:^yje^ery In- 
diiiii who sees them. But the natives ,ire 
singularly averse to giving any oxplana- 
lioii of their meaning, and it has been 
only by my study :u)d observation of the 
paat ten years, aided, most p.nrticiilarly 
by the researches of i\Ir. McKenzie, that 
I have been enabled to interpret what has , 
hitherto been as unknown as the liiero- \ 
glypliics and picture writings of the 
artics, soltics and Egyptians. I made 
several sketches of these varied columns, 
and my assistant, "Johnny l\.it Elswa," 
niade a series of drawings tu illustrate the ■ 
various legends and myths which will be i 
published with my reports of my iiivesti 1 
gatlons. The brief space of a newspaper 
article will not admit of a description of , 
these interesting carvings which will re- ' 
(inire chapters and illustrations de.scrip- : 
tivo, before the full meaning of tlo sc 
works of art can be fully understood. ' 

ANCIENT COPPKR I.MAORS. 

1 was was fortunate enough to procure 
at Maaset five copper images representing ' 
naked Indians dancing I iirociircd them 
of an old woman, who told me that many 
years ago, before her grand luotlier could • 
renioinbor, an ancestor uf the faniily went 
north and procured these images from an 
Indian who made them on the Atna.or 
Cojiper river. They are each three in- 
ches long and are made out of pure nug- 
get copper, and were worn siispoiuled at 
a puraun's bolt, and made a tinkling sound 
when dancing. These little images are 
very like the copper iroages of the Aztecs, 
shourn in Bancroft's 4th volume of Native 
Ttaces of the Pacific States, and present 
a subject for the study of the Bureau^ o£ 
Ethnology at Washington, to whom tliey 
will be sent. ....... 

CAVE BOBisii,:' \ 
The Indian who I had engaged tn take 
ino to Skidegato is named .Ediiisa, a chief 
who claims to own North Island and all 
the adjacent country. He showed us sev- 
eral caves where flirnierly the Indians 
buried their dead. Wo examined some 
of these caves and opened many of the 
boses containing remains of the fornior 
inhabitants. In every instance we found 
the bodies iiiiimmiried; the limbs were 



drawn up exactly like the Mexican mum- 
mies. W e did not observe a single skele- 
ton with bones clean from flesh, but all 
were mummified. 1 do ■ not think this 
arose from any preparation of embal ming 
being used by the Indians, but in every 
box we saw bunches of herbs which look- 
ed to mo like hardback. Edinsa also 
showed us tho grave of a celebrated doctor 
who, like other "Shaga" or medicine 
men, was put in a little box-like house on 
n rocky eminence. We examined this 
Shaga's burial house and from it, by con- 
sent of Edinsa, I took a couple of singular 
looking tusks, which I think were those 
of a Peccary, in- Mexican wild hog, and 
some other trifies. Mr. Doaus, however, 
took a specimen which was consideretl 
tho personal and private property of tho 
old bhaga, and to this desecration the 
Indians attributed all the bad weather we 
suhsequently experienced before reaching 
Skidegate.

Hestiirt- 
ed westward; pasaing thi-ougli Montretdon 
ilth mat. and reaching Pon Arthur, Lake 
Supuriot, si.\ days later. Since then he 
came direci ly al..iig the line uf the Cana- 
dian Pacdic railway as cuastruuted and 
projected. The party uuiuprised throe 
poraohs':'- Mr.' Fltimingi' his aon, who join- 
ed hiln at Toronto, and Principal (iraiit 
of (Jueen's College, aiithin' of "Deeaii to 
Ocean." The party met at Wiimiiiej, 
from which plaee the trio departed on 
Aug. 20th, travelling in a cuinfortable 
private car for a distance of .S-tO miles 
west of Winnipeg to Cdgany, wlufli they 
rcaQhod un the 22nd .-Vug. Thenco they 
travelled for two days in waggons, ami 
afterwards with pack hor.ies as tar as tliey 
could be taken tliroiigli the fiiiesl. The 
How river was fullmveii to the suiiimit of 
the Itocky Miuiulain.s,iiearlhesouic;;ol 1 he 
Kicking Horse I'a.ss. Tliey ileseelided 
the river and valley to the Columbia river 
down which they travelled ItO miles to a 
point where the river falls into it. The 
valley of the Heaver river was tlien as- 
cended until the [liirty reached the inter 
ior of the Selkirk luountams. Joiiriieyiug 
onward tlioy arrived in the valley of the 
llliclleweat river by the Rogers pass. 
This led thuin to the western crossing of 
the Coliiiiibiu, and from this point their 
course lay lliruugli the Columbian system 
of iiiouiitains by F.igle pass to Shusuap 
lake, reaching Kamluopa by the South 
Thompson river. From Kaniloopa they 
followed the railway under construction 
to Uurrard Lilet. 'I'ho severest part of 
their journey lay through the Selkirk 
iiioutitaiiia. In apuaking of it IVIr. Fleni- 
iiig said, "After we left all trails in the 
rear, it became necessary to pierce the 
foreat, which was as mipeiietrable as an 
Indian jumilo; rendered o.\coediiigly dif- 
ficult to traverse by precipitous rocka.and 
extensive swamps. Kvery whore the un- 
dergrowth was entangled with the Devil's 
club, a K. 0. phint, well known to luoun 
taiiieers. The pass through the Selkirk 
range is a remarkable oik-, and has liitli 
erto been iniknown im n to the imli.iiis, 
who appear to have .-huiineil the interior 
of the range on aeeoiinL uf the lug eaiions, 
neiir the outlets of which streams llow 
down the eastward and eastward Hanks. 

The mountains on Bow river, (ho Kick 
ing Uoisu and the siimiiiita of the Sel- 
kirk ;iru o.iceedingly graml and varied in 
their outlines. We were every day in 
sight of great snow fields and glaciers, out- 
rivaling the Alps or any other mountain 
scenery known to us. Wo consei|uently 
thought it wojld not bo inapprnpriate 
when at the si ininit of the Selkirks to 
constitute a Canadian .-Vlpiiie Club, which 
wo did, and j/assed tho following resolu- 
tions: Ist. That in view of the imlomit 
able spirit and resolution displayed by | 
Mujur A. B, Rugere in traversing these 
iiiuuiitainB during the past three anin- { 
mors, ho be nominated tho first honorary ' 
member of the club. 2iid. Tliat A. Kog- 
ors, in consequence of hia valuable ser- i 
vices in uasiatiiig hia uncle, Major Rogers, 
on his expedition of discovery, be also I 
oluctod an honorary member. Snl. That i 
' I this passage across the Selkirk range hav- 
ing been discovered by Major Rogers, it ' 
bo hereafter known as the Rogers Pass, i 
"Ith. Tliat the interim ollicurs of the club | 
bu as follows; President, Sandford Flem- 
ing; EPcrctary, (!. M. (irant; treasurer, 
S. II. Fleming. 5th. That the idectlon 
.and (lualification of members and the 
rules Olid regulations of the club be di! 
turmined nt a meeting to be hold here- 
after at iiiHtanco of the interim president. 
With regar/.' to the railway, which has so 
rapidly been constructed by the syndi- 
cate in the prairie region, the total 
length uf the track laid on the iiiain line 
from Lako Superior weatward is about 
1300 miles. .The work of grading to the 
aumniit of thfc Rockies from tho end of 
the track is well advanceil, and if the 
expectations of the coniiitiiiy be reali/.ed 
the railway will, in less than two months, 
be brought to the crest of the niountiiiiia 
that guard tlie oaatern boundary of Hri 
tish Columbia, and thus this province 
will very soon indeed be connected by a 
railway with tho Northwest territory and 
tho Atlantic provinces.
